As Viewed by Secretary W. H. Tomhave of Chicago Office 


The Secretary takes pleasure in ex- 
tending greetings to the publisher of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and its 
readers on the occasion of this anni- 
versary number. This publication has 
been in operation for nearly two dec- 
ades in the interest of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. During this period it has 
been confronted with discourage- 
ments, but it has always championed 
the cause of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and its breeders. Your Secretary has 
been in charge of the affairs of the 
Association office during more than 
half the time since the Journal was 
founded and has always found the 


$25,704.00 which was the 
largest net surplus ever re- 
corded in the more than 50 
years of the Association. A 
reference to the record of 
the Association shows that 
the nearest approach to this 
amount of surplus was in 
1917 when the receipts over 
expenditures amounted to 
$12,382.00. The net worth of 
the Association at the close 
of business on October 31, 
1935, was $69,456.72. This 
was higher than any amount 
on hand at the close of busi- 
ness in more than fifteen 


editor and his coworkers ready to co- 
operate in any project that seemed to 
be for the best interest of the breed. 
The Journal has been a big factor in 
creating and developing new interest in the 
development of the breed. 

It might not be out of place to review 
briefly some of the accomplishments of the 
breed during the past year or since the last 
anniversary number was published. The 
year 1935 marked the real turning point in 
the progress of the breed in America. Fol- 
lowing as it did the 50th anniversary cele- 
bration at the International in the fall of 
1934, the breed was off to a splendid start 
on the second lap of its one hundred years 
in America. 

A total of 15,331 applications for regis- 
tration were received during the fiscal year 
1935. This was an increase of 77 per cent 
over the number received in 1934 and the 
largest number of applications for registry 
received in one year since 1923. The num- 
ber of applications for transfer received 
totaled 10,813, which was an increase of 60 
per cent over the number received in 1934 
and also the largest number received in any 
one year since 1923. 1935 was also a ban- 
ner year in the number of new members 
who joined the Association. A total of 202 
new breeders became members of the Asso- 
clation during 1935. This was an increase 
of 82 per cent over the number who joined 
the Association in 1934. These new mem- 
bers came from 29 different states. Iowa 
had the honor of leading this list of states 
with 42 new members. Illinois was second 
with 33 new members and Missouri was 
third with 21. This also represented the 
largest number of new members received 
Im one year since 1923. 

In 1935 there was a real upturn in re- 
celpts for the Association and the work of 
the year was closed with a net surplus of 
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years. 

Thus far during 1936 the 
number of applications for 
registry received have held up remarkably 
well when compared with the same period 
in 1935. The number of applications for 
transfer received are considerably ahead of 
the same period in 1935, indicating that a 
greater number of cattle are changing 
hands than was the case in 1935. New 
members are also well up to the number 
received in 1935, indicating that the Asso- 
ciation should again have a good year. 

A greater number of public auctions 
sales have been held during the period up 
to July 1st as compared with 1935. These 
sales have in most cases been well attend- 
ed and cattle of good 
breeding properly fitted packeap Tolan 35th 
for these sales have Twice International 
been in demand at sat- Grand Champion. 
isfactory prices. All 
cattle sold at auction up 
to July 1st have aver- 
aged $30.00 more per 
head higher than the 
average of all the sales 
held in 1935. One of 
the interesting features 
in connection with these 
sales has been the large 
number of _ breeders 
that have been in the 
market bidding on the 
good individuals with 
the right kind of a ped- 
igree. Ill fitted and 
poorly bred individuals 
have been more difficult 
to sell than cattle of the 
better type and breed- 
ing, bringing home 
forcefully to consignors

the importance of properly selecting and 
preparing cattle for a public sale. Anoth- 
er interesting feature in connection with 
these public sales has been the large 
number of new buyers at practically every 
sale held thus far this season. They have 
in practically every case been the most 
outstanding buyers at these sales. 

For a number of years the Association 
has compiled, sometime during the sum- 
mer, a list of names of men who had 
available feeder calves. This information 
has been secured by sending out to all 
commercial producers of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves a questionnaire to be filled out with 
the necessary information. When the list 
is completed it is sent out to commercial 
feeders who are interested in securing de- 
sirable feeder calves. This service has been 
of inestimable value to both producers of 
feeder calves and commercial feeders. This 
information is again being assembled so as 
to assist commercial feeders and county 
agents in locating desirable calves. Cattle 
feeders appreciate this information and 
consider it of real help to them in locating 
calves. Only recently the office received a 
request for information as to where 2,000 
Aberdeen-Angus calves might be purchased. 
If there are any commercial producers who 
have not furnished the Association office 
with the desired information they will do 
well by writing the office in order that 
their names may be included in this list. 

Reference has been made to the increased 
interest among new men who have estab- 
lished a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

Little did the many American breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle dream last season when they were entertaining Mr. C. E. 
Robertson, of Wellington, New Zealand, at their farms what his 
mission to this country might be. As manager for the studs of 
Messrs Wright, Stephenson & Company, Ltd., this keen minded 
cattleman had spanned the seas in quest of breeding cattle with 
which to improve the home bred stock. It was his purpose at that 
time to make the selections personally, however, the magnitude of 
this country and the widely scattered herds made this part of his 
task an impossibility because of the time that would be required 
to make the visits and to hunt the locations of the herds. 

On this trip he visited many Iowa herds, among them the Way- 
land Hopley herd at Atlantic, lowa. Because of Mr. Hopley’s wide 
experience in the cattle business and his extensive acquaintance 
with the breeders and their herds together with the friendship that 
naturally grows between men of the same ambitions in life a very 
close fellowship quickly developed as these two gentlemen traveled 
several states together. An old adage runs something like this: 


“After one has eaten and slept with a fellow traveler for a week 
or ten days he learns to know the real fellow and his worth” and 
that is just what happened in this case. Resulting in an arrange-

His dam is the 
fine cow, Prizenora 100th, one of the 
finest specimens to be found in the 
Harry C. Barr herd in Colorado. She 
is a daughter of Escort Marshall 3d 
a paternal grandson of Earl Mar- 
shall that has for dam a half sister 
to Earl Marshall while the lower 
line on the maternal side carries the 
blood of Erwin C., Oakville Quiet 
Lad and Glenfoil Thickset 2d all In- 
ternational grand champions. This is 
a good lined youngster, full quarter- 
ed, and lowset. 

Epistos Barmar is’ another 
son of Barmar Quality as_ will 
be noted by the tabulation. The 
maternal line of this bull who is 
good at both ends and the middle as 
well, is filled with the best things 
that the Caldwells of Burlington 
Junction, Missouri, ever produced. 
The top goes back through the descendants of Blackcap Bertram, 
who was the outstanding son of Eston of Denison. The dam is in- 
tensely bred to Blackcap Star, the sire of the famous Benedictus. 
“Star” having been bred by J. V. Arney. This bull, Epistos Barmar, 
was also a very promising member of the 1936 
show herd and he no doubt will make his mark in 
New Zealand. 


Quality Barmar 475262, calved in 1934, is a 
double grandson of the Sesqui-Centennial junior 
champion, Quality Marshall 3d, who was for a long 
time chief stock bull at the Wayland Hopley Farms 
where he did a wonderful job of breeding the 
thick, lowset, meaty cattle that so fills the eye. 
This is another of those thick made Queen Mother 
bulls whose second dam is a granddaughter of the 
famous champion bull, Enlate. 


Eston Bar 483391, calved January 3, 1935, is a 
very smooth son of Bar Quality 444667, junior 
champion of the Western circuit in 1931; first 
prize aged bull at the American Royal in 1934; 
senior and grand champion at the 1934 Minnesota 
State Fair; and first prize aged bull at the Iowa 
State Fair in 1934. Bar Quality has for sire the 
Sesqui-Centennial junior champion bull, Quality 
Marshall 3d, and his dam is a daughter of the 
International grand champion, Revolution 7th, who 
was by the International grand champion. Blackeap 
Revolution. The second dam is a daugh‘er of Earl 
Marshall.

Hartley Stock Farm at Page. That farm 
had been operating for two or three years 
at that time as a partnership between 
Mr. G. G. Hartley and Mr. Hartman. 

After some intensive study of available 
literature on Aberdeen-Angus cattle, Mr. 
Hartley said he was ready to go and he 
and Mr. Hartman very quickly found their 
way to the Botna Valley in Iowa where 
the first shipment was purchased from the 
late Charles Escher. A later shipment was 
made from the Escher & Ryan herd. 

In these purchases Messrs. Hartley and 
Hartman counselled with Messrs. Kenneth 
McGregor and Prof. W. J. Kennedy. The 
first bull purchased was Ensign of Glen- 
carnock, bought from Glencarnock Stock 
Farms at Brandon, Manitoba. This bull, a 
son of Evereux of Harviestoun, was destin- 
ed to make an outstanding mark on the breed 
and bred to the Botna Valley cattle, which 
Charles Escher was wont to say were the 
greatest collection they had ever sold to 
one breeder, the Hartley Stock Farm lost no 
time in getting on its way. 

The story of that estab- 
lishment and its notable sale 
records and show winnings, 
the latter including the win- 
ning of Most Money at the 
International in 1921, when

61747, foundress of the Eline tribe famous 
in the hands of both the Eschers and Hart- 
ley Farms. 

The foundation cow Edella 134660, bred 
by Chas. Escher & Son, proved very valu- 
able in the Hartley herd. She was a daught- 
er of Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch and 
Imp. Edacity of the Dell. It was her daugh- 


ter Edella of Page, sired by 
Ensign of Glencarnock that 
won for Mr. Hartley the 
first prize yearling heifer 
and junior championship at 
the 1920 Chicago Interna- 
tional and sold to E. L. 
Hampton of Tennessee at 
$4,000.00. 

Ensign of Glencarnock 
was the sire of the Hartley 
winners up to 1922. Unfor- 
tunately this great sire died 
at four years old. He was a 
smooth shouldered, deep rib- 
bed, full quartered bull with 
ability to transmit these im- 
portant characteristics. 

The year 1921 found Heb- 
er L. Hartley entrenched 
solidly in the top row of 
prize winners at the Chicago 
International when his aged 
cow, Blackcap Bessie of 
Page, won her class; En- 
sign’s Eline of Page won her 
class as a two-year-old and 
went on to the senior and 
grand championship honors; 
and at the same show Ka- 
tinka 38d of Page won her 
class and later became jun- 
ior and reserve grand cham- 
pion female of the show.

The continued success of the Hartley 
Stock Farm herd throughout the years 
since Heber L. Hartley has left the insti- 
tution has in large measure been due to the 
wise selections made when this experienced 
cowman of the north chose the foundation 
cattle from the Chas. Escher & Son herd 
in the Botna Valley of Iowa. 

In 1924 Mr. Kenneth 
McGregor took over a 
half interest in the herd 
and the resident man- 
agement of the Hartley 
Stock Farm. 

In 1928 Mr. Hartley’s 
physician advised him 
to take time out for re- 
pairs.

Mr. G. G. Hartley’s death occurred in 
1922 and since that time his interest has 
been carried on by his sons, Messrs. Cavour 
and Guilford Hartley. 

Heber L. Hartley’s connection with the 
reorganization of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association was cited by 
Dean Coffey and is well known to the 
members of the Association. 

Of his efforts in that connection, DeWitt 
C. Wing said in the Breeder’s Gazette, after 
the first annual meeting following the re- 
organization, in writing his story of that 
meeting. which he honored with his at- 
tendance: : 

“For this happy eventuation they can- 
not adequately thank Heber L. Hartley, of 
Minnesota, to whose ability, patience, tact 
and persistence it is largely due.”

A last winter visitor interested in Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in this country was Cap- 
tain C. G. F. Grant, of the New South 
Wales Department of Agriculture, Sydney, 
Australia. Mr. Grant arrived at Vancouv- 
er, B. C., the 28th of December after a very 
rough voyage from Australia. After a 
day’s rest in Vancouver he came directly 
by train to the Hartley Stock Farm at 
Page, N. Dak. Mr. Grant was on his way to 
Great Britain and also the Island of Jersey 
and the Island of Guernsey to buy breeding 
live stock for his Department of Agriculture. 

Mr. Grant’s mission in this country was 
the selection of an Aberdeen-Angus bull for 
his Department’s pure 
bred herd, at Trangie, 
New South Wales. In 
1929, the New South 
Wales Government es- 
tablished an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd on their 
farm at Trangie. The 
foundation stock were 
obtained from the Glen- 
carnock Stock Farms at 
Brandon, Manitoba, own- 
ed by the late Hon. 
James D. McGregor, and 
from the Hartley Stock 
Farm, herd at Page, 
North Dakota.

Lawrence Morgan of Aledo, Illinois, and His Champion Steer 


Speaking of natural born cattlemen, just 
try and find a set of youngsters anywhere 
who will compare with the Morgan broth- 
ers of Aledo, Illinois. Why shouldn’t G. A. 
Morgan and his good wife beam with pride 
and joy when any one of their sons leads 
a calf into the big International show 
arena? They are assured that any calf 
good enough for one of these lads to call 
his own is just good enough to be noticed in 
any company. Look at the record these 
boys have made at Chicago, just one grand 
championship in the 4-H classes after an- 
other. It remained for young Lawrence to 
turn the trick at the last International. His 
calf impressed us mightily, so much so that 
it was determined that Journal readers 
should have a good look at him, via., the 
picture route. So turn to the subject on 
the front cover of this Anniversary numb- 
er if you wish to acquire an inspiration and 
at the same time imprint a lasting picture 
upon your own mind as to how a champion 
should look when finished. Lawrence was 
asked to tell how he turn- 
ed the trick and this is 
what he had to say: 

“I picked him as well 
as my other steers from 
my father’s herd. He was 
an easy steer to feed. All 
during the feeding period 
before the shows he was 
picked as the best of my 
steers by several good 
judges. He was fed most- 
ly corn and ground bar- 
ley. The corn was fed 
during the season as 
crushed, shelled, cut and 
ground, 

“My winnings _ this 
year include Barnum as 
champion steer of 4-H 
Club, Jumbo, another of 


Marshall Krotz of Nebraska 
visits an Iowa breeding plant. 
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my steers was reserve champion of the 4-H 
Club and second in class and in open class. 
My group of Barnum, Bailey and Jumbo 
was champion group at the Illinois state 
fair. At Mercer county fair Barnum was 
champion of 4-H Club and Vocational Agri- 
culture show. Jumbo was reserve champion 
of the Club. I again had Champion group. 
At the American Royal at Kansas City, 
Barnum was first in class in open class, 
Bailey and Jumbo were third in their re- 
spective classes. The group placed second. 
At the International Barnum was reserve 
champion of the Club show, and third in 
open class. The group again placed second. 

“My previous winnings: My first year 
began in 1931 when I had the reserve 
champion steer at the Mercer county fair 
and the International. My brother Wendell 
had grand champion steer of the Club at 
both these shows. In 1932 I had champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer of the open class at 
the International. In 1933 my steer was 
first in class at the Illinois state fair and 
second in class at the International. In 
1934 I had grand champion steer at the 
Mississippi Valley fair, the Illinois state 
fair, and Mercer county fair. 

“The breeding of Barnum on the sire’s 
side is Bummer R. 410274, on the dam’s 
side Avanelle Blackbird Martha 430583.”— 
and this is the story that Lawrence had to 
tell. 

Now as to the breeding of this outstand- 
ing bullock: This bull Bummer R. is a son 
of Eventually, successfully shown by Ros- 
engift Stock Farms at Kelly, Iowa, and he 
was a son of Eventuation, a show bull and 
sire of more show bulls and steers. His 
sire Faultless Pass was a real producing 
bull whose daughters are sought after these 
days, and owned only by a few fortunate 
breeders. His sire in turn was Black Pass 
whose progeny has made adequate records 
for the breed. Bummer R.’s mother was 
Blackcap McHenry 158th a granddaughter 
of Black Peer perhaps the most outstand- 
ing son of the International grand cham- 


pion Prince Ito 2d who was the son of the 
Highland Champion Prince Ito. 

The dam of this steer is just as richly 
bred. Her sire being a grandson of the In- 
ternational grand champion Blackcap Rev- 
olution. Scan the above tabulation if you 
wish to gain an impression of a real com- 
bination of blood lines. McHenry bred Earl 
Marshall, Earl Erwin C., Blackbird Mc- 
Henry 68th, and Baden Blackcap. Stanley 
R. Pierce bred the famous Bell’s Eclipser. 
E. T. Davis bred Verity of Inverness and 
Environ of Inverness 3d. From the Lantz 
herd came Zara 22d, Martha’s Blackcap, 
Binomial and Blackcap Equality. John S. 
Goodwin bred Blackbird 13th, also Black- 
bird llth the dam of the International 
grand champion Blackbird 24th which was 
bred by Goodwin. M. A. Judy bred the In- 
ternational grand champion Prince Ito 2d, 
C. J. Martin bred Bomano and Black Pass. 
Chas. Escher & Son bred Elgon, and Enam- 
ma, both by Earl Eric of Ballindalloch. 
They also bred Blackcap Jessie by Black 
Jester of Ballindalloch and Pio by Kani- 
mura of Ballindalloch. These Ballindalloch 
animals and Equatoria of Ballindalloch 
were all bred by Sir Geo. M. Grant. Tudor, 
Donohoe, Evans, and others made their con- 
tributions. So why not a good bullock in the 
wake of such notable ancestors under the 
guidance of such competent breeding ex- 
perts?

“On principle I dislike to see the supreme award at Smithfield 
go to an animal of her age (she is within two or three weeks of 
being three years old) but one could not put her anywhere but 
first over everything in the show. She was sold to Mr. Meikle- 
john, that enterprising Glasgow butcher for $1250—$100 more than 
the price paid for the Edinburg champion.”

Evader of 
Harviestoun was awarded sixteen first prizes. Pride of Maisemore 
19th was the dam of the Smithfield champion in 1924, also dam 
of the Royal Agricultural Society Exposition champion in 1929, 
and many other prizes. Pride of Maisemore 7th was champion at 
Ipswich and Norwich shows in 1911. Euripus of Ballindalloch was 
first and reserve champion at Perth in 1919. 


Cridlan Evergreens have been greatly appreciated in America. 
Those holding animals of this breeding will be happy to know that 
Evergreen 16l1st was champion at Smithfield in 1934 where she 

won a total of nearly $1800.00 in prizes. She was very much the 
type and quality of Pride of Maisemore 55th whose dressing 
percentage was given at 67.35.

190-day experiment which closed 
wn 21, 1936, p Men barley, ground shell- 
ed corn, and a mixture of ground barley 
and ground shelled corn equal parts b 
weight, were compared (1) when fed wit 
silage, two pounds of cottonseed meal per 
steer daily, and one-tenth pound of finely 
ground limestone per steer daily; and (2) 
when fed with alfalfa hay and one pound 
of cottonseed meal per head daily. Steer 
calves grading good and averaging 530 
pounds when started on feed were used in 

i ese comparisons. 
ee of experiments conducted at 
other agricultural experiment stations indi- 
cate that barley should be ground for fat- 
tening cattle. For that reason, ground bar- 
ley was fed in this experiment. The shell- 
ed corn was ground also, not because exper- 
imental data indicate that it should be 
ground for fattening young cattle, but to 
eliminate the possible effect of the prep- 
aration of the grains on the results of the 
experiment and to obtain a uniform mix- 
ture where the two grains were fed to- 
her. 

rel lots were started on one pound of 
grain per head daily and increases of one 
pound per head daily were made at inter- 
vals of from four to eight days. Between 
the 59th and 65th days, self-feeding of 
grain was started in the different lots, and 
this method of feeding was continued 
throughout the remainder of the experi- 
ment. The steers were eating from twelve 
to thirteen pounds of grain when the change 
was made. In every case the change from 
hand-feeding to self-feeding was accomp- 
lished without “sticking” the steers on 


in. : 
The barley apparently is more like- 
ly to cause bloat than other grains, in this 
experiment there was not a single case of 
bloat in any of the lots during the 190 days 
the steers were on feed. Manifestly, this 
is not absolute proof that the management 
methods used in this experiment were re- 
sponsible for the absence of bloat for it is 
common knowledge that bloat sometimes 
occurs when there is no apparent reason 
for it. However, it is also an established 
fact that carelessness in getting cattle on 
full feed may cause bloat and other digest- 
ive disturbances. 

When fed as the entire grain portion of 
the ration in the silage series, ground bar- 
ley was worth 85 per cent as much per 
bushel as ground shelled corn, and when in- 
cluded in the grain mixture it was worth 
84 per cent as much per bushel as ground 
shelled corn. In the alfalfa series, ground 
barley was worth 76 per cent as much per 
bushel as ground shelled corn irrespective 
of whether it was the entire grain portion 
of the ration or mixed with an equal 
amount of ground shelled corn. : 

The results of this experiment indicate 
(1) that No. 2 ground barley makes an ex- 
cellent substitute for No. 2 ground shelled 
corn as the grain portion of cattle fatter- 
ing rations provided barley is grown on 
the farm or can be purchased at a lower 
price per pound than corn; (2) that ic is 
not necessary to feed a dry roughage to get 
satisfactory results with barley in cattle 
fattening rations since the barley-fed steers 
made a better showing when fed silage, cot- 
tonseed meal, and ground limestone than 
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when fed alfalfa hay and cottonseed meal; 
and (3) that it is not necessary to mix 
ground shelled corn with ground barley to 
get maximum returns from the ground 
barley.

How to Build a Temporary Silo in an Emergency 


Building Corn Stalk Silos at Strathmore—Where Cribbing Silos were Found to be Too Expensive. 


It is going to be impossible for the com- 
bined silo forces in the United States to 
build a sufficient number of permanent si- 
los to take care of the 1936 corn crop, and 
that crop must be saved. There is no ques- 
tion but that a good substantial, well built 
silo of whatever nature is the proper way 
to save a corn crop in any year. At Strath- 
more we have been using temporary silos 
for the past five years. Last year we erect- 
ed a beautiful 14x50 Independent Silo Com- 
pany silo, that has proved conclusively the 
value of a real silo. More than 175 tons 
of ensilage were held over from last year 
and it is coming in mighty handy this sea- 
son. This is one of the outstanding silo 
building firms in the country, one that de- 
mands and insists that the workmanship 
in the erection be perfect. Their home ad- 
dress is St. Paul, Minnesota. Our advice 
from actual experience is for every man 
who possibly can so arrange to build a good 


permanent silo yet this season and to do so_ 


without delay. 

For the benefit of those who may not be 
in position to erect a permanent structure, 
by all means use a temporary silo. There 
are many ways in which this can be done. 
Last season Wayland Hopley had splendid 
success with silos built of baled straw. He 
placed the bales on edge and used the same 
lap formation that a brick layer would use 
in erecting a wall. The bales were held to- 
gether by the placing of a number nine 
wire tight around the center of each row 
of bales. As the ensilage was fed out the 
bales were hauled to the field and fed to 
the cattle, thus the Hopley cattle actually 
eat the ensilage and the silo itself. 

At Strathmore more than a _ thousand 
tons annually have been stored in corn 
stalk silos. This sort of a building is o. k. 
for winter feeding. How well the ensilage 
would keep through the summer months or 
whether it would keep through to another 
season we do not know for each year this 
ensilage has seemed to disappear by grass 
time or very soon thereafter. 

_ Where straw bales are not available this 
Is a good way to turn the trick. First de- 
termine the diameter desired. Lay three 
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or four bundles of fodder side by side to 
form the thickness of the wall. Next lay 
the same number over the stub end of the 
bundles already on the ground. Lay the 
same number, placing the heads on top of 
the butts of the first set of bundles, fol- 
lowing this procedure until the circle has 
been completed. Lap the bundles about 
half way. For the second tier reverse the 
direction. For the third tier reverse again 
and for the fourth reverse the laying so the 
alternating tiers will serve to tie the “wall” 
together more solidly. Lay all the bundles 
as close together as possible. You now 
have a wall that will vary in height accord- 
ing to the size of the bundles. Now fill 
this circle level full and keep the ensilage 


well spread so there will be no difference - 


in the settling. Then place a row of bundles 
around on top of this wall (butts to the 
center) to form the “tie”. Allow the tassel 
end to extend beyond the wall at least a 
foot to sixteen inches. The butts will thus 
extend their full length into the ensilage. 
Then build another section of wall exactly 
as the first, remembering always that the 
lap covers the butts of the bundles so the 
tassel end will always be on top and to the 
outside. Build this wall straight up as far 
as you wish to go. 

This sort of silo will need no tie wires as 
it will take care of itself if care is used in 
building the wall properly. At Strathmore 
there has been no more spoilage in this sort 
of a silo than in the permanent one. This 
of course will depend largely on how care- 


Ensilage Makes Juicy Beef Cuts 


fully the structure is made and how tightly 
the bundles are laid together. The ensilage 
and the walls will settle together so there 
need be no particular crown placed on top 
when ready to finish. A level top is really 
preferred to one that has been heaped up 
or crowned. The bundles can be fed too 
so there is no loss. 

The corn stalk silo is a mighty fine in- 
vention for the man who has neither the 
time nor funds with which to erect a silo or 
for the tenant who cannot persuade his 
landlord to erect something more lasting. 
Experts tell us that feeding fodder dry 
loses about 40% of its original value while 
working the corn crop into ensilage will 
save that loss and make the feed even more 
palitable. Anyone can build this silo or the 
one made from straw bales.

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of the Live Stock and Meat Situation During July, 1936 


Wholesale prices of beef declined toward 
the close of July, and prices of most grades 
ranged from 3 to 21 percent lower at the 
close of the month than a year ago, accord- 
ing to a review of the live stock and meat 
situation issued today by the Institute of 
American Meat Packers. 

The number of cattle marketed during 
the month of July continued unusually 
large. Although receipts of hogs were ap- 
parently 55 to 60 percent greater than last 
July, they are still considerably below 
normal. Receipts of sheep and lambs con- 
tinued relatively small. Marketings of 
calves were fairly heavy. 

Because of unusually high temperatures 
during most of July and the lack of suf- 
ficient moisture in most of the territory 
between the Rocky Mountains and the Al- 
leghenies, producers were forced to market 
larger numbers of cattle and hogs through- 
out the month than would have been the 
case if more normal weather conditions had 
prevailed. Although some relief from the 
torrid temperatures and the dry weather 
was felt in a few local areas, a considerable 
reduction in feed supplies resulted which 
also had a tendency to increase marketings 
somewhat. 

Meat production during July was consid- 
erably greater than during July a year ago. 
The production of beef especially contin- 
ued large, and was probably the largest on 
record for any July since at least 1926. 
Although production of pork continued 
substantially above the small amount pro- 
duced in July last year, it was still con- 
siderably below normal. The number of 
hogs marketed in July this year was from 
55 to 60 percent larger than the very small 
number marketed last year, but 25 to 30 
percent smaller than two years ago, when 
the supply was about normal. 

Consumer purchasing power, as measur- 
ed by the index of payrolls of a large num- 
ber of manufacturing industries for June, 
the latest month for which figures are 
available, continued the increase which be- 
gan in February this year, and was high- 
er than in any month since 1930, and 20 
percent above the index in June last year. 

Prices of hogs were slightly higher at 
the close of July than at the opening. Sub- 
stantial declines occurred during the first 
half of the month, but subsequent advances 
raised prices by the end of the month to 
the highest level since last September. 

Large numbers of heavy, well-finished 
cattle continued to be marketed during the 
early part of the month, but after the first 
week marketings of the higher grade cattle 
tended to fall off and a greater proportion 
of less-finished cattle were marketed by 
producers. As a consequence, the spread in 
prices between the twe grades had a tend- 
ency to widen somewhat. 

Receipts of lambs continued very small 
although there was an increase over June. 
Prices of dressed lamb dropped slightly, ac- 
cording to the normal tendency at this 

season. 

The export trade continued unsatisfac- 


tory. 


Pork and Swine. 

There was very little demand for hams 
in the United Kingdom; stocks have been 
accumulating, and present market prices 
are considerably under replacement costs. 


Demand for lard was slow, and, although 
the present market in the United Kingdom 
is below parity with the market in the 
United States, there appears to be some 
resistance on the part of buyers to pres- 
ent prices. Conditions on the Continent 
continued about the same as during the 
last few months, and sales there of Amer- 
ican pork products were extremely light. 

In the domestic market, the demand for 
fresh pork was steady and wholesale pric- 
es displayed considerable strength in view 
of the unusually hot weather and the in- 
creased quantities of pork available. There 
was a substantial decline in the whole- 
sale price of pork loins toward the middle 
of the month, but demand strengthened 
in the third and fourth weeks, and toward 
the close of July prices were somewhat 
higher than at the end of June. De- 
mand for butts and shoulders was rath- 
er unsteady throughout the month, but most 
of the price declines occuring during the 
first and second weeks were recovered by 
the end of the third week. Prices at the 
close of July were slightly above those at 
the beginning. 

Very little change was noted in the de- 
mand for cured pork products during July 
and prices remained about the same 
throughout the month. Although the bacon 
trade was not as active as that in hams, 
there was a steady demand and prices 
showed little change throughout the month 
of July. Prices of picnics were steady to 
higher as the month closed. 

The trade in sweet pickled hams was 
fairly good, with some declines toward the 
middle part of July. Demand improved 
somewhat, however; the loss was regained, 
and prices were slightly higher at the close 
of July than at the opening. 

The trade in dry sale meats was good 
throughout the month. Although a slight 
decline occurred during the first two weeks 
in the price of dry salt bellies, more than 
half of the decline was recovered by the end 
of July. There were slight declines in the 
price of light fat backs, but prices of the 
heavier weights advanced slightly and 
were somewhat higher than prices prevail- 
ing at the close of June. 

There was little change in the demand 
for lard, and sales continued about the same 
throughout the month. Small declines oc- 
curred in wholesale prices during the sec- 
ond week, but these were more than re- 
gained during the third and fourth weeks 
and prices closed considerably above those 
at the beginning. 

Marketings of hogs during July were 
relatively heavy in comparison with the 
unusually small supply of last year, al- 
though still about 10 percent below normal. 
A large number were sows, and the aver- 
age weights of hogs were somewhat heav- 
ier than in June. Cutting margins during 
the month averaged about the same as in 


June. 
Cattle and Beef. 


The numbers of cattle marketed during 
July showed somewhat more than the av- 
erage seasonal increase at this time of the 
year, due to unfavorable weather and feed 
conditions, and were considerably larger 
than in July a year ago. The record- 
breaking temperatures which featured the 
month had a tendency to curtail the demand 


for beef somewhat, and at ; 
forced increased marketings pps nme 
ing the first two weeks, owing to the tl 
weather conditions, there was very = 
demand for forequarter cuts of beef a 
prices of cattle dropped somewhat bee an 
of the heavy receipts and slackenin — 
mand.

Demand for dressed lamb fell off consid- 
erably until the middle of July, although 
very substantial price increases occurred 
during the third and fourth weeks.

ceipts of lambs were considerably under 
July of last year but showed an increase 
over a month ago. Prices were steady to 
somewhat lower than at the opening of the 
month.

Two cattlemen from the great state of 
California write to the Journal expressing 
their views concerning the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in that state and in their own hands. 

The first one is Leo Polkinghorne, of 
Kern county, who writes: 

“Now for the lowdown, and I hate to 
hurt your feelings. We have only one Dod- 
die left and a few crosses. To our regret 
we found that beef buyers discriminated 
against the Blacks. We have never raised 
breeding cattle—just beef. * * * not only 
does the butcher prefer the other breeds 
but we find they do better under our con- 
ditions.” 

The other gentlemen’ writing at about 
the same time is Charles F. Hammond, of 
Fort Jones, who evidently does not quite 
agree with the sentiments expressed in the 
former letter. He says: 

“Although we do not raise pure bred cat- 
tle I feel that I realize quite a bit from 
your Journal. We have about 600 grade 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle which we run mix- 
ed with Herefords and Shorthorns. The 
Black cattle are far superior for they are 
always in better condition and rustle more 
freely, ete.” 

Looks like there is plenty of room for 
all good beef cattle regardless of color or 
breed. At any rate that is what the Journal 
thinks. Some like ’em Black and some evl- 
dently don’t.

Journal Advertising Pays Big! 
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ullerton 


It was but a few weeks ago when the lots 
at Judge Fullerton’s Sunbeam farms near 
Miami, Oklahoma, were visited and these 
same steers inspected. They were a grand 
lot, all raised by the Fullertons, part of 
them came from the ranch in the South- 
west where they maintain a splendid breed- 
ing herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The Joplin Globe of June 28th carried a 
quarter page cut depicting a portion of the 
steers as they were about 
to entrain for Kansas 
City, a picture of Sam Jr. 
who went to market with 
the steers, and a picture 
of the National Live Stock 
Commission |Company’s 
check rendered in settle- 
ment for the more than 
92 tons of beef. Here is 
what the Globe had to say 
about the transaction: 

One hundred and eighty- 
seven choice Aberdeen- 
Angus steers—the largest 
individual shipment of 
live stock ever to be han- 
dled here—were marketed 
at the Joplin stock yards 
Sunday by Judge S. C. 
Fullerton of Miami, fam- 
ous Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tleman. The mammoth 
shipment of cattle brought 
him a check for $14,465.78, 
the largest check ever 
issued to an individual for 
live stock through this 
market. Armour & Co. bought Fullerton’s 
string of choice black steers, and the steers 
were hurriedly moved to market during 
Saturday night for a Sunday ship-out, so 
that the beeves could be slaughtered in 
Kansas City yesterday and shipped east for 
the choice beef trade during the holiday 
season. 


Ninety Tons of Beef. 

Joe Arnote, Armour’s head buyer here, bid 
Fullerton’s cattle in at three prices, giving 
$7.85 a hundred for 120-medium-weight 
blacks averaging 940 pounds; paying $7.60 
on 50 steers averaging 1,177 pounds, and 
$7.25 for 17 head averaging 1,087 pounds 
a round. The record-breaking deal was ar- 
ranged by Tony Menghini, widely known 
stockman and head of the National Live 
Stock Commission Company at the stock 
yards here. 

The entire shipment of cattle weighed 
190,210 pounds, and C. W. Hough, live stock 
hauler at the stock yards here, made 15 
trips to Fullerton’s Miami feedlots to move 
the cattle to market. Weighing of the cat- 
tle was begun at 9 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, and by noon the entire herd was weigh- 
ed and loaded in an eight-car train for 
shipment Sunday evening to Kansas City. 

Fullerton’s cattle were of choice quality. 
and stockmen here said they were among 
the best cattle ever handled at the local 
market. They had been on a full feed since 
last winter, and were in excellent flesh. 
The many pens of big black cattle made an 
impressive sight in the stock yards Sunday. 

Judge Fullerton is one of the best known 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle breeders in the 
United States. He has a fine herd of show 
cattle at Miami, Okla., and in past years

Something Wrong? 

We would not say that, even though 
Henry D. Henke, owner of the Henke Stock 
Farm, near Hanover, North Dakota, has 
made such a remark in a recent letter. He 
says: “Something wrong, can never raise 
bulls fast enough for the demand.” That 
certainly is a nice situation. Mr. Henke 
writes: “We have a severe drought and 
feed shortage. Cattle will be shipped out 
closer than in 1934. I was born on this 
farm forty years ago next September and 
have never seen it as dry and as hot as this 
year. The leaves on the trees look like they 
had been nipped by a light frost. Not a 
kernel of grain will be harvested in this 
community. Some of our farmers won’t ev- 
en get a load of hay. 

“This is a Hereford and Shorthorn coun- 
try but the Aberdeen-Angus are slowly 
gaining ground along with the rest. Two 
weeks ago some fed calves were shipped 
out—some well bred Shorthorns and some 
Aberdeen-Angus Shorthorn crosses. All fed 
by the same party and also bred by the 
same party. The only difference being that 
the Aberdeen-Angus were sired by my herd 
bull. The new owner took them to the 
market himself and sold the Aberdeen-An- 
gus crosses at a dollar per hundred more 
than the other calves sold for. The next 
day I sold him an Aberdeen-Angus bull.”

pure bred herds but also of commercial op- 
erators. Practically every public sale held 
this year has had a list of not less than 
half a dozen new men who were making 
purchases for the founding of new herds. In 
addition to the purchases made at public 
sales many new herds have been founded by 
making purchases at private treaty. 

New interest has been developed in the 
exporting of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Sev- 
eral shipments of high class bulls and some 
females have been made to Australia and 
New Zealand. Shipments of pure bred bulls 
have also been made to Latin American 


Countries and to Hawaii. 

The demand for bulls from the southern 
states has been greater than usual and no 
doubt will continue to increase as the mer- 
its of the breed for these southern states 
become better known. The following letter 
from one of the large operators in a south- 
ern state is typical of the letters received 
in the office. “With reference to my exper- 
ience in crossing Aberdeen-Angus bulls on 
the native and grade Florida and Alabama 
cows, I have been breeding these cattle 
close to twenty-five years.

It is highly important 
that Aberdeen-Angus cattle be represented 
at all these local fairs. Breeders should 
make certain that some one exhibits at 
these fairs. It is not expected that these 
cattle be highly fitted, but should be pre. 
sented in an attractive manner. A few head 
of cattle can be selected from practically 
any herd and put on display in order ‘o 
have the breed represented at the local 
fair. A little effort along this line will gain 
friends for the breed and help to advertise 
the herd locally and develop sales that can- 
not be made in any other way. 

At the close of each fiscal year the Asso- 
ciation publishes a list of the breeders who 
record 25 or more cattle during the year, 
The number of names on this list has var- 
ied from year to year. Last year the list 
carried the largest number of names that 
have appeared in any one year. It is hoped 
that the list will be larger than ever this 
year. There is an advantage to the breeder 
in having his name appear upon this list. It 
not only gives him free advertising but al- 
so places his herd before the public to be 
considered in selecting cattle for a new herd 
or making other purchases. There are a 
number of breeders whose names could ap- 
pear upon this list if they brought their 
registrations up to date before October 
31st. The office is in a position to take 
care of all work promptly and it will be 
appreciated if applications for registry 
can be sent to the office during the summer 
months instead of waiting until the latter 
part of October which is near the close of 
the fiscal year. 

The Association office is always ready 10 
render the best service possible. We are 
always ready to receive suggestions “rom 
our members for improvement of the serv- 
ice rendered. There may be times when 
there is a slight delay in returning certif- 
icates of registry or transfers, but that :s 
usually due to heavy receipts of applica- 
tions at one time. It is impractical to #e- 
cure extra temporary help to complete 
rush work and consequently there is a little 
delay in getting it through in the regular 
order of business. Some of the delay can 
be avoided if the breeders will reply 
promptly to requests for additional inform- 
ation when asked for.
